I don't 
study ‘geology, I answer 
patiently, I focus on the weath- 
“er. I guess some folks think the 
same way as our television 
producers: if it's a science, 
Mike must know something 
about it. 

That's. why I'm certain I'm 
going to get a lot of questions 
about volcanoes in the coming 
weeks, The reason is because 
of what happened on May 18, 
1980. Fifteen years ago this 
month, Mt. St. Helens explod- 
ed in the most violent volcanic 
eruption in United States his- 
tory. 

The explosion leveled 150 
square miles of forest, left 57 
people dead and produced a 
cloud of ash that circled the 
earth for weeks. I know a little 
about Mt. St. Helens and vol- 
canoes in general because of 
that cloud of ash. 

Mt. St. Helens blew its top at 
8:32 a.m, Over the next nine 
hours, the volcano pumped an 
estimated half-billion tons of 
fine ash into the atmosphere. 
A lot of that ash fell to the 
ground covering eastern Wash- 
ington like a December snow- 


storm. But, some of” it 
remained in the air floating 
around the world 12 miles high 
caught in the jet stream. 

That cloud of ash had'an 
impact on the world’s weather. 
It cooled the earth, changed 
weather patterns and pro- 
duced some unusual weather 
events. Thankfully, the ash 
cloud dissipated rather quick- 
ly. 

Wewere not as fortunate, 
however, a few years later 
when Mt. Pinatubo, a volcano 
in the Philippines, blew its top. 
The explosion in June 1991 
claimed 700 lives, forced the 
U.S. to abandon Clark Air 
Force base and shifted the jet 
stream. 


That shift produced some of fem 


the wildest weather in years. 
The great Midwest flood of 
1993, for example, is a direct 
result of Mt. Pinatubo. So were 
the record rains in California 


and the record snows in the , 


Northeast during last winter. 
Mt. Pinatubo may even be 


responsible for reducing the = 


number of hurricanes in the 
Atlantic last year (there were 
only three). 

How does a voleanic eruption 
change the weather? Mt. 
Pinatubo, and other volcanoes, 
spew large amounts of sulfuric 
acid droplets into the atmo- 
sphere. When sunlight hits 
these droplets the light is 
reflected back into space cool- 
ing the earth. i 

The eruption of Mt. 
Pinatubo, for example, cooled 
the northern hemisphere by 
1.5 degrees. That doesn't seem 
like much, but it's enough to 
change weather patterns dra- 
matically. 

I'm told that there are hun- 
dreds of active volcanoes in the 
world. All that ‘ash has got to 
go somewhere which means I'll 
have to keep abreast of more 
than just meteorology, I'll have 
to keep on top of all kinds of 
Earth sciences.

storm. But, some of it 
remained in the air floating 
around the world 12 miles high 
caught in the jet stream. 

That cloud of ash had an 
impact on the world's weather. 
It cooled the earth, changed 
weather patterns and pro- 
duced some unusual weather 
events. Thankfully, the ash 
cloud dissipated rather quick- 
ly. ` 

We were not as fortunate, 
however, a few years later 
when Mt. Pinatubo, a volcano 
in the Philippines, blew its top. 
The explosion in June 1991 
claimed 700 lives, forced the 
U.S. to abandon Clark Air 
Force base and shifted the jet 
stream. 2 

That shift produced some of 
the wildest weather in years. 
The great Midwest flood of 
1993, for example, is a direct 
result of Mt. Pinatubo. So were 
the record rains in California 
and the record snows in the 
Northeast during last winter. 
Mt. Pinatubo may even be 
responsible for reducing the 
number of hurricanes in the 
Atlantic last year (there were 
only three). 

How does a volcanic eruption 
change the weather? Mt. 
Pinatubo, and other volcanoes, 
spew large amounts of sulfuric 
acid droplets into the atmo- 
sphere. When sunlight hits 
these droplets the light is 
reflected back into space cool- 
ing the earth. 

The eruption of Mt. 
Pinatubo, for example, cooled 
the northern hemisphere by 
1.5 degrees. That doesn't seem 
like much, but it's enough to 
change weather patterns dra- 
matically. 

I'm told thet there are hun- 
dreds of active volcanoes in the 
world. All that ash has got to 
go somewhere which means I'll 
have to keep abreast of more 
than just meteorology, I'll have 
to keep on top of all kinds of 
Earth sciences.
